was started after parents 
began questioning the educa- 
tion being provided in public 
schools.

™ With this exposure, it was 
believed that it will be easier for 
Harambee to raise funds to 
operate and expand. Funds 
came from a flea market and 
spaces rented to families, 
artist, crafts people, food mer- 
chants and businesses. 
The road to success and the 
rapid expansion and develop- 
ment of Harambee Uhuru 
School began as the brainchild 
of Mwanza who says that when 
he thinks about Harambee 
sometimes he thinks it is an 


effort to rebuild his own child-. 


hood and many of his earlier 
experiences. 

“There was something very 
unforgettable about the people 


in-my community - the. 


teachers, parents and relatives. 
Although my community was 
dripping with racism, black 
adults gave great encourage- 
ment to black youth,” Mwanza 
said. 

Mwanza said he recalled 
them saying, “young man, you 
can grow up and besomething. 


Young lady, you are some- 
body. You can be whatever you 
want to be.” 

Mwanza is presently an 
associate professor of social 


“work at OSU. What he is doing 
at Harambee is a natural exten-.. 


sion of what he was doing at 
OSU. 

At OSU, he was trying to 
create programs and educa- 
tional activities that spoke to 
the needs of black people and 
black students. 

After Mwanza left as director 
of black s , it seemed to 
him that what blacks really 
needed were independent 
.black institutions over which 
they had some control. 

Mwanza says blacks could 
then begin to develop pro- 
grams that could really meet 
the neds of black people. “The 
way you address a child tells 
him in so many words whether 
or not you really want him to be 
something.” 

“At Harambee, we tell our 
children by our smiles and by 
our looks, by the way we 
address them,.and by the way 
we respect them, that we love 

hem.”

Is Even Better 


“The Columbus Division of Police received more com- 
pliments than complaints from citizens in the second three 
months of 1982,” read the news release from the Columbus 
Police Department. 

Hard to believe? Not really. Columbus over the years has 
routinely supported our finest. Even when the police were 
under attack from segments of the black community for its 
unnecessary use of deadly force and brutality, support 
rallied for the men in blue. 

The CALL & POST has been receiving fewer calis about 
brutality and reporting fewer stories about police use of 
deadly force when it involved blacks where witnesses said 
it was obviously blatant and unwarranted. 

7 We hope it continues to be that way. The police release 
reported that there were 11 letters, telephone calls and 
verbal notices from citizens commending 155 sworn offic- 
ers and 11 civilian employees. Seven commended the 
entire police force. 

On the other hand, 100 compiaints against 141 sworn 
officers and civilian employees were received during the 
period, the police said. Added up, the police came out 44 
ahead, 

Wouldn't it be nice if they could have come out 155 
‘ahead? Perfection is difficult to achieve for anyone, partic- 
ularly police departments. But the trend of less reported 
police brutality reaching The CALL & POST is certainly 
better than in recent years. : 

' We hope there is significant meaning behind the police 
release, and that Chief Earl Burden and his force have 
indeed relented -- for good -- in its attacks on blacks. Let's 
hope the next release is more encouraging.

Miller said. And he believes ‘' 


that a “substantial number of 
these jobs should go to blacks 
because a prisgon's labor force 
should reflect the prison 
population.” 

According to Miller,.48 per- 
cent of the inmates are black, 
while only five percent of the 
personnel and staff are black. 
Ohio prisons have traditionally 
been located in rural areas, 
“consequently, failing to 
attract minority personnel,” he 
said. 

“Correctional officers have 
the most contact with prison 


_ inmates and, if the majority of 


those inmates are black, then 
the need for additional black 
personnel is eminent,” he said. 

Miller cited the London Cor- 
rectional Institute as a “prime 
example ofthe imbalance 
between the prison labor force 
and its inmate population. 
Thirty-seven percent of the 
institutions inmate population 
are black, while only three per- 
cent of its personnel are 
black,” he said. 

But, he noted, CCF, which is 
located in a major metropolitan 
area, has a black population of 
48 percent and'a black person- 
nel totalling 37 percent of its 
workforce,” he said. 

“If rehabilitation is to take 
place,” said Miller, “then. a 
greater effort on the part of this 
state will have to be made in 
insuring the new ‘prison hire 
black personne! whocan relate 
to the needs of the inmates.”
